OTTAWA, March 29.—The 
Dominion auditor-general has 
reported to parliament that Al- 
berta and the two cities of Cal- 
gary and Edmonton over-charg- 
ed the federal treasury approxi- 
mately §66,000 on direct and 
indirect relief projects. The 
Dominion official conducted a 
series of test audits on provin- 
cial and municipal accounts, cx- 
tending back to 1930, finding 
many accounting irregularities. 
The report was made public to- 
day, having been referred to by 
Rt. Hon. Mackenzie King, Lib- 
eral leader in the house earlier 
in the week. 


OTTAWA March 29—Examin- 
ation of provincial and muncipal 
relief expenditures in Alberta 
by the Dominion auditor-gen- 
eral showed many irregularities, 
a report to the house of com- 
mons revealed. 


Dealing with direct relief in Ed- | 


monton, the report said a provincial 


audit disclosed the city had included | 
the cost of moving families within | 


the municipality and railway trans- 
portation to outside points. The re- 
port continued: 

“The city obtained a discount on 
the purchase price of milk tickets 
bought from the Edmonton City 
Dairy.” 

Your representative (the auditor- 
general) was informed the discount, 
which at March 31, 1933, amounted 
to $7,892 was retained by the city 
until disclosed by the provincial 
audit.

“The whole trouble arises out of 
|the interpretation of the relief 


agreements as between the province 
and the city and between the pro- 
| vince and the Dominion. We placed 
one interpretation on the agree- 
ments and the federal authorities 
placed another one on them. 
“Most of this. difficulty would 
have been avoided if there had been 
!a federal relief commission set up 
which would have outlined hara 
and fast rules governing the distri- 
bution of relief costs.

farm of Woodrow Elliott. 

The rock fragment weighs about 
two pounds, and is about two inches 
in diameter. It was driven about 
half-an-inch in the ground. Elliott, 
who has jjust revealed his find, 
made the discovery on March 19. 

It was found within 100 yards of 
the Elliott farm home, and the far- 
mer is positive it was not there be- 
fore the meteor’s brilliant flight. 

Earlier reports indicated the 
meteor might have come to earth 
in the vicinity of Bashaw, about 100 
miles norh of Hussar. Search, how- 
ever, has failed to disclose any sign 
of it in the Bashaw area. 

Scientists in both eastern Canada 
and the United States interested in| 
the celestial phenomenon have 
sought information on its flight and 
the possibility of it having landed 
in some rural Alberta district.

FROM GT. BRITAIN 


PARIS, March 29.—France last 
night viewed as the crux of the dis- 
armament problem the question of 
how far the United Kingdom and 
the dominions will be prepared to 


guarantee that a disarmament con- 
vention shall be observed. France 
awaits adequate guarantees, but an 
easier tone runs through comment 
on disarmament. 

A disarmament agreement mere- 
ly to consult is dismissed general- 
ly as inadequate. In the words of 
the recent Franco-Belgian under- 
standing which were 
claimed, an arms convention must 


bear “serious guarantees”. 

“It is to London,” observes Le 
Temps, “that we must look for di- 
rect repercussions of the Franco- 
Belgian conversations and_ the 
agreement in principle reached be- 
tween Paris and Brussels on two 
important points—danger of Ger- 
man re-armament and the necessity 
that a convention shall be accom- 
panied by guarantees — for, inde- 
pendent of 
general peace, the fact remains 
that security of Belgium covers the 
security of England and the British 
would be safeguarding themselves 
in accepting solid engagements to 
consolidate peace in the west.” 

The Journal Des Debats warns 
it is dangerous and vain to rely on 
Chimeras. ‘The day will come,” it 
says, “when England, always a little 
slow, will understand the act. But 
it is not yet the case. Meanwhile 
we must take care not to believe 
that a peace can be consolidated 
that would prevent us taking pre- 
cautions while preventing nothing 
in Germany.”

These efforts were defeated 34-12. 
R. W. Durham (Ind., Salmon Arm) 
wanted the “property and civil 
rights” clause deleted and was de- 
feated 30-13. 

The powers under the bill are 
specifically limited to the extent 
that they must not contravene the 
British North America Act or the 
Constitution Act of British Colum- 
bia. The government must report its 
activities under the measure within 
ten days of the meeting of the next 
legislature, The authority of the Act 
extends only until the next session 
of the legislature opens. 

Among other things with which 
the government was charged was 
that of taking power to prohibit free 
speech, suspend newspapers and so 
forth.

Alberta Has 
Nothing To Fear 


Alberta has nothing to fear by a 
comparison of its relief expendi- 
tures and accounts with those of 
any other province, declared Prem- 
ier J. E. Brownlee on Thursday 
when shown despatches from Otta- 
wa stating that Edmonton and Al- 
berta relief accounts had been 
brought into question in parliament. 

“I have no hesitation at all in 
saying that in cofhparison with 
accounts of other provinces, it will 
be found that the auditor general's 
report would place the extent of 
any items which might be subject 
to question very low in this prov- 
ince,” he said.

carry on relief for the 10-day in- 
terval without Dominion assistance. 
| It will mean the Dominion will not 
| have authority to pay accounts and 
these will pile up until the extend- 
ing bill passes the house and the 
senate. It was not believed there 
would be any curtailment of relief 
throughout the country. 


GOVERNMENT DELAY 
CHARGED 

Liberals accused the government 
of waiting too long to introduce the 
extending bill—it was moved last 
Thursday—and not concentrating on 
it since. 

Hon. Wesley Gordon, minister of 
Labor, struck back at the Liberals.

THE “WHY” OF CURTAILMENT 

Mr. Matheson, M.L.A. for Vegreville, got to 
the root of the matter when he said the whole 
procedure of the Dominion Government in pro- 
moting the wheat curtailment scheme is an 
attempt to protect its own fiscal policy, That 
|| is the fact, and that is all there is to it. 

Canada could have sold hundreds of millions 
of bushels more wheat abroad if its Govern- 
ment had cut down the exclusive tariff to a 
trading basis and invited foreign consumers 
to trade their products for our wheat. It could 
open up markets for all the exportable surplus 
we are likely to have in future if it would re- 
cast its trade policy in that way, and make 
corresponding trading agreements with the 


|| large importing—or former importing—coun- 
|| tries. 
The choice for Canada is to cut down its 


tariff or cut down its wheat crop. The Gov- 


ernment has decided to sacrifice the wheat- 
| ‘ : 
|| grower, in order to maintain excessive and 
|| unjust “protection” for other interests—most 


|| of them water-logged by capital issues and bond 
|| obligations out of all proportion to the actual 
cash investment in them. 

Western agriculture is being bankrupted to 
pay dividends on watered stock. 

TRYING IT OUT 

The city council has decided that the city’s 
share of direct relief shall be paid to recipients 
in cash, So far as known the Governments 
will continue, as in the past, to contribute by 
cashing relief orders good for purchases at 
stores, A compromise arrangement is thus in 
prospect, under which the family on relief will 
receive two-thirds of their allowance in orders 
and one-third in money.

IT MAKES A DIFFERENCE 
M. T. Stewart, Canada’s assistant trade 
| commissioner at Melbourne, summarises in the 
| current issue of the Commercial Intelligence 
Journal the returns of Australia’s foreign trade 
| for the last half of 1933. 

During that six month period Australia ex- 
ported products to the value of 49,406,000 
pounds, and imported goods worth 28,853,000 
pounds. Bullion and specie taken into account, 
the balance of credits abroad in favor 
of Australia amounted to 24,101,000 pounds, 
British currency, or roughly $120,000,000 for the 
half-year. 

That helps to explain why Australia has been 
able to put through refunding operations in 
London to a total of $545,000,000, reducing in- 
terest rates of 544 and 5%4 per cent to 342 per 
} cent, while Canada had to pay 4 per cent for a 
loan of $75,000,000 placed there last summer. 

Australia made money policy the instrument 
| for selling its products abroad and of maintain-

The ordinary precaution was not taken of 
providing that there should be an auditing of 
accounts before payments were made, despite 
Opposition protests. The Government held that 
was not necessary. But a couple of weeks ago 
the Prime Minister, becoming alarmed or sus- 
picious, asked the Auditor General to take a 
look over the records. 

He has as yet made only a preliminary sur- 
vey, showing a “cross section’ of the trans- 
actions. The result is what might have been 
expected from this slip-shod method of dis- 
pensing public funds. He finds that provinces 
and municipalities have “unloaded” on the 
Dominion relief charges which they themselves 
should have borne. To what amount cannot 
be known until a complete audit has been made, 
which it is to be supposed will follow as a 
matter of course 

That should end the “blank cheque” busi- 
ness. Parliament should tell. the Government to 
bring down a concrete unemployment policy 
and say how much money is required to carry 
it through the year. If the Ministers do not 
know what policy they intend to follow, or can- 
not estimate within a reasonable margin how 
much money it will require, they are not a safe 
body of men to be turned loose to distribute 
public funds without limit as to methods or 
amount. .

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Mr. A. Burns, of Rochfort Bridge, Alberta, 
who from his references is an old “townie” of 
mine as well as an old deep water man, com- 
menting on the threat of a northern flyer to 
attach a “plaster” to the mast of a vessel now 
frozen in the Athabasca river, tells an amusing 
story of the time when he was at Port Mel- 
bourne, Australia, as one of the crew of the 
White Star S. S. “Persic.” 

Be it known that a ship being a moveable 
form of security, a creditor can take out a writ 
in the Admiralty court. When nailed on the 
foremast or the pilot house it has the effect 
of placing the vessel under arrest till the bill 
is paid or security given pending the outcome 
of litigation.

‘Persic’ freed. We steamed out for Albany 
overhauling the Japanese squadron which 
had left before us.” 

A White Star liner ought to be pretty good 
security for a 2s 6d laundry bill, but I'd hate 
to have been that steward unless skippers have 
greatly altered from the time when a man got 
a flogging for jumping overboard in what he 
thought was a calm, after his cap. As it hap- 
pened the ship was idling along faster than 
he could swim, and a boat had to be put over- 
board for his rescue. 

Another ex-salt, Jimmy Walker of Edmon- 
ton, whose, sea service goes back to the last of 
the square-rigged Australian emigrant ships, 
and who tells of seeing a British naval officer 
order out of Milford Haven into a storm his 
own ship and a French lugger that had run 
there for shelter—sending the crew of the 
lugger to their deaths—tells of the time he was 
mourned as lost at sea and didn’t get a welcome 
back from the grave. 

Jimmy was a young A.B. looking for a ship 
at Liverpool. His father, a veteran master 
mariner, lay ill and sent word to him not to 
ship “foreign” but to sign on a coasting craft. 

“There were no coasting vessels in Liver- 
pool,” says Jimmy, “so I took my sailor’s bag 
and sea chest and ‘donkey's breakfast’ and went 
to Garston up the Mersey. I left my gear with 
a friendly policeman while I looked for a coast- 
ing craft.” 

At last he got a ship, It was a three-masted 
topsail schooner, with a meagre crew and a 
bully of a captain. 

“When I brought my bag and sea chest and 
‘donkey's breakfast’ on board,” says Jimmy, 
“he wanted to know what that was (pointing 
to the sea-chest). I told him it was my sea- 
chest with my gear in. He said: ‘If we had 
two or three more men aboard like you, I'd 
have to tow a scow behind to carry your bag- 
gage!’” 

Next thing that happened was the captain 
ordered a young boy who had never been to 
sea before to let loose the fore peak halliards. 
Says Jimmy, “The kid looked scared. He didn’t 
know what to do, so I stepped forrard and freed 
them. At that the captain let loose a string 
of profanity, saying: ‘When 1 give an order I 
want that order obeyed, I didn’t order you to 
loose the halliards. I ordered this boy. You'd 
no business to loose them. Before this voyage 
is over, V'll put you in your place and teach 
you not to interfere with my orders’.” 

Jimmy admits that he could throw a fine 
line of language himself in those days, and did 
so. He followed it up, as the schooner was 
going through the dock gates, by heaving his 
sea-chest and bag ashore and following them. 
A policeman took him as a deserter, but next 
morning on explanations he was given his dis- 
charges. He shipped that day on a_ barque 
for the West Indies. 

The day he arrived at the West Indies the 
mate came aft with a newspaper. It told of the 
loss of the schooner Ford Fisher with all hands. 
Jimmy's name wes among the lost. He'd for- 
gotten to notify his folks before sailing.

Inferiority Complex

Yes, the inferiority complex can be over- 
come. If you have an inferiority complex, do 
something about it. You can lose your sense of 
inferiority and find out that you have all the 
powers you need.

ELSE. Keep on using poWers in a way that will 
do you good. 

Remember that each time that you use your 
emotional power in a way that is good, you 
weaken the old habit of inferiority which was 
not good. You grow more confident day by day 
and the more you practice the habit of replac- 
ing a feeling of inferiority with a feeling of 
confidence, the more rapidly you will recover. 
You will then plunge through the fences of 
shyness, embarrassment, and fear as though they 
were tissue paper. 

After you regain a feeling of self-confidence, 
you will learn to place a truer value on your- 
self. Remember, to a large extent, you set your 
own value on yourself and the person with the 
inferiority complex has “marked down” his 
worth. He holds himself too cheaply. 

He will profit by learning from the store 
keeper who had on hand a load of good 
women’s aprons actually worth a dollar. To 
try to clear them out in a hurry, he marked 
them down to 49c. He watched one woman 
after another pick up an apron and lay it down 
because at that price she thought it too cheap 
to be reliable merchandise. He then marked 
the aprons up to 98c which was almost their 
full value and sold them out before noon. Pur- 
chasers were eager to buy them because they 
thought that if they sold at 98c they must be 
good. You must do likewise and learn to mark 
yourself up where you are now marking your- 
self down. 

I strongly urge that you try my suggestions. 
Say to yourself, “I am self-confident,” and back 
up the words with constructive acts of kind- 
ness and helpfulness, I promise you that within 
the short space of one month you will improve 
in a way that will pleasantly surprise you. 

Inferiority is only a feeling of Weakness, 
and this feeling can be replaced with the feel- 
ing that confidence is yours.

QUESTION—From Mrs. K. D. P., Glovers- 
ville, N.Y.: “I have been using the juice of four 
or five lemons a day as I have heard that it is 
helpful in building up resistance.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 
TWO POLITICAL MARTYRS 


On this date, in 1838 history was 
made in the old court house at 
Toronto. Samuel Lount and Peter 
Matthews were sentenced to death 
by Chief Justice Robinson. There 
was no doubt as to the facts; the 
accused did not deny that they 
had taken up arms at Mackenzi 
behest and having lost were pre- 
pared to pay the penalty. Now- 
adays the trial would be con- 
sidered most unfair. The jury was 
handpicked by the crown, pract- 
ically all Toronto men, whose 
passions were still at fever heat; 
the charge of the Chief Justice, 
Beverley Robinson, was a master- 
piece from the “Family Compact” 
standpoint, but lacked that spirit 
of justice upon which we now 
pride ourseives. 

The two were sentenced to be 
hanged on April 12, No sooner did 
the news of the sentence get 
abroad that there was a great 
feeling of revulsion in favor of 
the condemned men. Petitions, 
signed by Conservatives and Re- 
formers alike poured in upon the 
lieutenant governor, (Mrs, Lount

colony in Van Dieman’s land, was 
adamant. Rebellion must be put 
down; traitors must die; and went 
about his business of “keeping 
Upper Canada loyal.” 

The day after the execution, 
which was & terrible outdoor 
spectacle witnessed by many 
weeping or cursing the system 
which did to death two honest 
citizens, Gore wrote to London 
that he was “happy to say it had 
produced the most salutary 
effects.” It is said that he could 
have prevented the executions be- 
cause he had received instructions 
that there were to be no more 
executions, those at London in 
January and February having 
been enough. Whether that be 
true or not, it is certain that when 
the news of the double hanging 
reached London there was wrath 
at the Colonial Office and Lord 
Glenelg did not mince his words 
in his rebuke of Arthur 

Lount and Matthews were 
buried in the potters field, but 
21 years later their coffins were 
dug up and transferred with hon- 
or to the Necropolie, where a 
granite monument today tells the 
visitor of the fate of the two yoe- 
men of York who died to satiate 
the clamor of the Tories of Tor- 
onto.

THE BURDEN OF RECOVERY 

Premier Bennett's policy—if he 
can be said to Lave a policy— 
seems to be so designed that the 
burden of recovery shall be car- 
ried by the agricultural producer 
and the wage-earner, 

These classes, it appears, must 
grin and bear all the travail that 
accompanies the birth of a new 
national economy. 

Not one move as yet has been 
made by Ottawa to reduce in- 
terest charges on our billions of 
debt. 

This leaves the Canadian farm 
debtor in terms of his products 
the price of which has declined in 
common with all raw commod- 
ities, owing today, on an average 
four times as much he has 
borrowed. 

In terms of finished products, 
the debtor is faced with paying 
approximately twice as much as 
he has borrowed 

How, in the name of equity and 
common sense, can this whole 
burden of recovery be piled upon 
one set of individuals while the 
millions of pyramided profits 
which are now trying to draw the 
same old interest rates that they 
drew when the nation's business 
was three times its present 
volume are apparently quite un- 
exempt?—Vancouver Sun.

It will 
keep it from getting down at the 
heel, To neglect such repair work 
might, in the end, mean bad econ- 
omy, just as it is necessary from 
time to time to do various jobs 
about a house—new  stuccoing, 
painting, replacing of worn-out

THE RADIO PROGRAMS 

Editor, Bulletin:;—Whilé a com- 
mittee of the House of Commons 
is engaged in the annual survey 
of the work of the Canadian 
Radio Broadcasting Commission 
should be a good time for Cana- 
dian radio listeners to say what 
they think of the past year’s pro- 
grammes, 

Radio programmes, free from 
advertising or nearly so, should 
be, in that respect at least, an 
improvement on the old commer- 
cial programmes. The atiainment 
of greater national unity and un- 
derstanding through more trans- 
Canada broadcasts is another 
good result. However, when we 
placed in the hands of a few men 
the making of radio programmes 
we invested them with tremend- 
ous power—the power to choose 
and encourage the best of our art 
and artists; the power to influ- 
ence the whole people as to what 
shall be considered good or bad 
taste; and in fact, the power to 
create public opinion in every 
field 

Has the Canadian Radio Com- 
mission chosen well subject mat- 
ter and artists during the past 
year’? Are the Commission pro- 
grammes up to the standard of 
the continuing Canadian com- 


vent of the Commission it was 
generally conceded that the most 
ambitious trans-Canada broad- 
casts were those of the Cana- 
dian National Railways. How do 
the present trans-Canada broad- 
casts compare with these? Are 
the programmes up to the stan- 
dard of the majority of the Can- 
adian radio listeners? 

The Canadian listeners are pay- 
ing for their programmes direct- 
ly to the Government through 
their radio licenses. Letters of 
comment on the last year’s pro- 
grammes can be mailed free to 
the Radio Committee, House of 
Commons, Ottawa. 

In event of the Canadian radio 
listeners being dissatisfied it does 
not necessarily follow that the 
national system needs to be 
changed—only a few men.

I would like to suggest the 
muzzle, as a solution of all 
trouble. If a law could be passed 
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Working Up toa Crisis| 
By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 

Everybody in Canada knows that the nation is working up to 
8 crisis. The public patience is strained to the breaking point. 
Against this danger, the only argument made is that Canada must 
not permit any repudiation of debt. 


Repudiation means this: 
(a) A debt is owed; 


(b) The person, company or nation owing the debt has thie 
money to pay; or can collect the money to pay; and 


(c) Wilfully refuses to pay. 


There is no condition like that in Canada today. There is no 
longer any possibility of collecting the money to pay with; unless: 


(d) There is an immense increase in currency in circulation 
so as to permit the resumption of commercial and con- 
struction activity; not to be given away in relief or wasted 
in public buildings, but to be made available at low 
interest and convenient terms of payment to those who 
will employ labor; and 


Tariff reform is carried out, and reciprocity agreements 
are made so as to allow international trade and com- 
merce to increase in volume; and 


(e) 


By these means wages and salaries and commodity prices 
are put ona living basis. 
. 


(f) 


Parliament has not done anything along these lines, and 
apparently, under present control will do nothing. The high and 
ungettable dollar is to be our only dollar; carefully kept away 
from the majority of the population. The final day for this policy 
is rapidly drawing near. 


The suggestion that the Ottawa government pay the mortgage 
companies interest at the rate of three per cent on loans; and 
collects four per cent from the debtors has the merit of complete 
and transparent idiocy. 


The condition is that the debtors are having the utmost diffi- 
culty in getting anything to eat; many are on direct relief; and 
have not any money to pay any rate of interest whatever. 


The necessary policy, and the only policy which will prevent 
the impending crash, is a policy of ample money in circulation to 
bring back commercial and construction activities and to restore 
earning power to wage and salary earners at living rates and thus 
create a buying power for agricultural and manufactured com- 
modities on a basis of fair margin of profit. 


One would think that these plain truths would compel action 
even at Ottawa; but any remedial action at Ottawa seems im- 
possible because of the heresy that money is sacred and human 
life merely a commodity. This heresy creates a strange thick 
haze between the politician and the realities of life. 


Behind this haze, the tariff beneficiaries and other privileged 
interests get national co-operation and assistance regardless of the 
effect on the lives and opportunities of the people of the nation. 
The load has grown too heavy for the people to carry. 


Contraction of currency has been absolutely proven to destroy 
earning power, and thereby bring about the interlocking collapse 
of commodity prices. 


The choice for a short time lies between increasing currency 
in circulation, or facing, in a general election, a nation-wide force 
of electors who have lost all hope of remedy, and who will be led 
to vote for overturn under the guise of liberty. 


With this political landslide ready to let go; shaking and rum- 
bling preparatory to the final plunge; our political leaders bray 
away about theories—about preserving our national credit—when 
the only thing which will do any good is immediate remedial 
action to protect our homes and preserve our national institutions.

QUACK DOCTORS 

Editor Bulletin:—We frequently 
read in the press that President 
Roosevelt is surrounded by ad- 
visers, some of whom, commonly 
known as “brain-trusts”, may be 
selected by himself, while others 
are volunteers, They can be 
divided into two broad classes, 
first those of the orthodox school, 
who hold by the old dogmas, take 
their stand upon “sound money”, 
which they seldom: define, but 
which is generally regarded as 
being based upon metal, prefer- 
ably gold, as something having a 
real value in itself, something 
which will be accepted the world 
over, who hold moreover that 
there is something inherently 
wrong in our economic system, 
which has been tested by exper- 
ience, and that if during recent 
years it has failed to work, the 
failure is due'not to inherent de- 
fects, but to extraneous causes, 
such as tariffs, embargoes, the 


aftermath of war, and world-wide | 


overproduction of goods. And 
second, there are the monetary 
reformers who believe that the 
collapse in commerce has its roots 
in the monetary system, and that 
its failure to function is due to a 
fundamental defect in the system 
itself. And of the latter school it 
has been said that it is sub-divid- 
ed into warring factions, and it 
shades off into the lunatic fringe 
of the enthusiasts with their 
fanciful theories, patent cures, 
and so forth. Those of the former

ination of the methods proposed, 
as by a species of pontifical 
authority; those in power are 
alone in possession of the arcana 
of finance; all others are below 
the diginity of argument and can 
be disposed of by such withering 
terms as faddists, charlatans and 
quack doctors. 

Now the history of medicine 
suggests that there is great dan- 
ger in the use of such names, to 
those who use them, not to those 
to whom they are applied. For 
until quite modern times the his- 
tory of medicine is the history 
of empiricism. The curative rem- 
edies employed a century ago 
have long been discarded, and the 
fashionable physician in the early 
part of Queen Victoria’s reign 
would now be regarded as a 
quack, What doctor would now 
prescribe the promiscuous use of 
leeches or blood-letting in ail 
cases? Not only can this be said 
of medicine. It is true of all 
knowledge. Every great prophet 
and reformer, when he clashed 
with vested interests, has been 
scorned and denounced by the 
pontifical authority of his age. 
One has only to mention the 
names of Socrates in philosophy, 
Luther and Jesus of Nazareth in 
religion, and Galileo and Darwin 
in science, When Galileo publish- 
ed the proof of the Copernican 
theory of the Solar system, that 
the earth moved round the sun, 
he was compelled by the Inquisit- 
ion to recant, although in doing 
so he uttered, below his breath, 
the famous words “E pur si 
muove”, (But still it moves.) 


Therefore, when orthodox econ- 
omists, from the seats of author- 
ity, prescribe those who question 
the soundness of our money sys- 
tem in the light of the lament- 
able mess in which the world now 
lies, one is impelled in turn to 
enquire on what proved basis the 
dogmas of the systern rest. The 
Bank of Nova Scotia quite re- 
cently, in its September monthly 
Review, acknowledged that most 
of the economic dogmas had been 
adopted in the selfish interests 
of the ruling class. The gold 
standard, it says, was neither de- 
vised nor welcomed by democ- 
racy. These dogmas are mere 
conventions or working rules, 
adopted over a century ago, in the 
pre-industrial era, under wholly 
different world conditions. How, 
owing to the progress of science 
and the application of modern in- 
vention to industry, the world 
has moved into a new era. 
Mechanical power has displaced 
human labor by the million. 
Scientific methods have disrupted 
old industrial and trade processes, 
Hon. Walter Elliott has recently 
given us some startling examples. 

But the economists and finan- 
ciers who control the economic 
system shut their eyes to these 
facts, They still speak of “the 
inexorable laws” of economics, 
knowing full well that they ere 
not laws at all. They ignore the 
age of abundance on which man 
has entered, necessitating a com- 
mensurate increase in lhe money 
supplies of the world, and con- 
tinue to base our money on gold, 
which is no longer adequate. 
Realizing that, they are driven to 
fiction after fiction. Gold must 
no longer circulate as coin, but 
must be buried in a bank vault, 
and they print paper money and 
issue credit, which they declare to

RELIEF CAMPS 

Editor, Bulletin:—My attention 
has just been called to a letter 
signed “Harry Crossley’ which 
recently appeared in the Bulle- 
tin 

In the light of my own experi- 
ence, 1 can readily accept Harry 
Crossley'’s story: the case of the 
man with the permanent cough 
not unusual in the camps; the 
tent with the forty inmates; and 
the thirty miles treck from camp 
to camp in zero weather inflicted 
on wageless workers, Let the 
public ponder these facts, 

My first contact with a relief 
camp was at a provincial govern- 
ment camp near Barrhead. One 
tent housed thirty-two men, A 
thirty-second part of it was allot- 
ted to me. The tent flaps had to 
be kept closed for the benefit of 
the men who slept farthest from 
the stove, which was in the cen- 
ter. Only a Zola could do verbal 


i 


justice to the interior of that tent. 
And the atmosphere! 

But the most odious features of 
this camp, and the root of all the 
other evils, was the unsanitary 
double bunk system. This ar- 
rangement compelled the men to 
sleep, not only in pairs, but in 
tiers of pairs, in defiance of the 
elementary laws of hygiene. 
These bunks took up two-thirds 
of the floor space, leaving only a 
narrow strip up the centre in 
which thirty-two men had to live, 
move and have their being. 

Imagine the scene in that nar- 
row aisle in the evenings; foot- 
wear littered the floor in the 
vicinity of the stove; damp gar- 
ments hung wherever a_ rope 
could be stretched or a nail driy- 
en; and in the midst of this tangle 
of malodorous apparel thirty-two 
men milled around hopelessly, 
night after night, throughout the 
dreary winter. The University of 
Alberta had generously supplied 
two large boxes of books, but 
these could not be enjoyed in that 
crowded interior and otherwise 
there were no recreational facil- 
ities, 


Washing facilities? There 
were two hand-bowls to cach 
tent, and two bathtubs for the | 


whole camp of over sixty men, | 


Men who had acquired the civil- 
ized habit of bathing found their 
style cramped. Finally a local 


farmer came to our aid with the | 


loan of a huge iron cattle trough 
in which great quantities of wa- 
ter could be boiled. This, in con- 
junction with liberal doses of 
creolin, averted a panicky exo- 
dus from the camp. 

This experience made me shy 
of relief camps. But 
and I found myself an inmate of 
the federal camp at Winterburn

And when the 
nerves are choked by the sudden 
cold of ice, they may become para- 
lyzed and the tiny broken veins ap- | 
pear. 

It is my personal opinion that if a 
girl wishes to use something to close | 
her pores after she cleanses her} 
face, it is wiser for her to employ a 
good astringent rather than ice. An 
effective astringent for this purpose 
can be made simply by combining 
equal parts of rosewater, glycerine 
and witchhazel. This lotion is par-| 
ticularly good because it can be re- 
gulated. If it proves too drying, the] 
amount of witch hazel used can be 
decreased, While if it is not suffi-

we will be prepared to leave it to 
the judgment of the house when 
the bill is dealt with.”

British Bank Bie

LONDON, March 29.—The March 
statement of the Bank of England 
contains many indications to show 
the economic and financial recoyv- 
ery of Great Britain. 

The bullion reserve of the bank 
increased from £139,700,000 in 1931 
to £191,100,000 on March 30, 1934. 
The floating debt showed a marked 
decrease from about £665,000,000 at 
the end of March, 1933, by 
000,000 at the end of March, 1934, 
However, these figures do not take 
into account the credits furnished 
the equalization fund—£150,000,000 
on June 25, 1932, and £200,000,000 
on May 20, 1933.

| ions, his standing in society. 

He contended that if a man was 
not intoxicated or drunk he should

Hugh C. Farthing, Conservative,
